We have before us a raro relic of Libbj 


Prison. Few have any conception of the 
misery which hangs like a pall over pris 
on life, and particularly when the unfor 
fortunate man, thus confined has no em 
ployment. 
Tho temper is invaluable 


which will enable its possessor to occupy 
his time and thoughts in anything which 
may disguise tho fact that lie" is in prison. 


The relic before us in all its quaint and 


elaborate carvings, patiently whittled with 
a common jack knife, must have beguiled 
many a weary hour. It is tho bowl of a 
pipe, cut from n piece of laurel-root. It is 
shaped like a J, but short and thick, or, 
ns printers say "condensed;" tho bulb ofthn 
J, which is'tho bowl of tho pipe, is thick- 
er than tho stem, and tho stem, afterraak- 
ng the curve at tho bottom is wrought in- 
o a scroll, surmounted by a pyramid. 
The bowl is square, with th*c angle* slight- 
ly chamfered.

Ueii, Grant's Campaign in Virginia. 
The English papers, which aeo every- 


thing in the light of a btrong Southern 
sympathy, declare that General Grant's 
campaign is a failure. All tho Richmond 
papers make tho same declaration as a 
mutter of course, and so do all tho Northern 
papers that reproduce feebly the senti- 
ments of their Southern friend*. All the™ 
declare alike loudly that tho great cam- 
paign that has shaken tho rebellion to tho 
center ia a failure. There was never a 
more shameless piece of audacity than 
this in the history of impudence. Grant's 
campaign has been the moat successful of 
tho war. IIo has driven Lee. with tho 
finest army, tbat the Confederacy over had 
or ever will have, up and down und all 
over tho State of Virginia ; ho drove him 
from the Rnpidan to Richmond, and com- 
pelled him to go through that city as if for 
life to hold its dependences on tho other 
side ; and he has again driven tho greater 
part of Lee's forces out of Petersburg and 
Richmond, and down tho Shcnnndoah 
Valley, to look for something to eat. 


Such failures as this of Grant's are to 


re-establish iho supremacy of our Govern- 
ment, and pound tho ConfeVlernfiy to pieces; 
and that is what the friends of the Confed- 
eracy have to lind fault with in General 
Grant. Secession journalists in England, 
in tho Southern States and in the North- 
ern State.*, see that if Grant continues in 
his present position but n few months lon- 
ger, the Confederacy is done for. They 
recognize in him the great man of the war. 
IIo has shown in sut-h instance's as tho 
choice of Sherman and Sheridan a great 
knowledge of men. He has shown, ns at 
nelmont, that ho could take a small force 
into tho field and handle it and fight with 
it splendidly. lie has shown nt 1'nrt Hen- 
ry, nt Shiloh, nt Vicksburg, and nt Chat- 
tanooga, how magniiicantly be can handle 
one largo army ; and ho has shown in the 
present year 'with what comprehensive 
ability ho can direct tho operations of sev- 
eral a'rmies, spread over the largest theater 
of war that was ever under one man. And 
they know, from these evidences of his 
ability, that, if tho Government supplies 
him with men, he will end the war before 
November. This is what distresses the 
secession presq, nnd induces it to cry out 
against General Grant, in the vain hope 
that their clamor may nflect the Northern 
pcn]>h\ — A'tfw York )ferahl.

neighbor, you lind carved in front covering 
a square inch, n spread eagle, with olive- 
bvnnch nnd arrows, wearing the barred 
shield, and with scroll in beak. 
Below 


the caglo, on tho curve, is u heart, wearing 
a couple of rose-buds ; tho letters " U. S." 
underneath in tho angles. Under tho 
bowl, in a slightly raiseu square on which 
the pipe may stand, are a bow, quiver, ur- 
rowa, anil star. On tho right side of the 
bowl, we End the stars and stripes planted 
above a cannon, be-iido which he a pile of 
balls, nnd a dead artillery-man homing a 
sponger. On tho loft sido, tho coat-of- 
nrms of Wisconsin, supporters, badger, 
motto nnd all complete. Underneath, n 
cavalry soldier, mounted with carbine. 


Tho pyramid, which makes tho transi- 


tion from tho massive bowl to the light 
cylindrical cherry stem whinh tho smoker 
will supply, has in front, a bust of Colonel 
Starkweather with arms folded as on pa- 
rade ; on tho reverse, a soldier on ono 
kuce with fixed bayonet?, in the position 
of "Guard against Cavalry," on one side 
throe guns stacked ; on tlioothcr a pair of 
swords and of revolvers. Beneath tho 
kneeling soldier, on the volute of scroll is 
u bit of battle in the woods. Two soldicra 
are firing from behind tree^, • ono is down, 
and another is falling from n bullet which 
bus lef^u visible hole in his breast. The 
trees nro well peppered with ball-holes. 


Besides these figured which nro carved 


with decided spirit, there are several in- 
scriptions all neatly cut with raised letters. 


On the chamfers we rend " Perryville, 


Oct. 8, 1802;" "Stone Hivcr, Dec. 31, 
1802; "Bailey's Cross llouds;" 
"248 


days a prisoner." On the scrolls, "Chick- 
nnmuga, Sept. 19th," " Libby, Vn., Oct. 
C, ISO:1." On tho broad surface of the 
scroll, near the base, " Belle Island, 8 
days;" "Danville, Va., Jan. 1, I8G4 ;" 
ami the initials " T. A., Co. C, 1st Wia." 
On tho ring which surmounts the pyramid 
"To Father." 


The pipo is mounted at the bowl with 


silver cap, nnd ventilating cover, and nt 
tho stem with a ajjver ring, from which 
two silver chains are festooned to a plug 
of bone inserted above the word " Dan- 
ville." The silver work we presume hns 
been added by some jen'clor since tho pipe 
broke jail. 


All tliis curious work win done with a 


jack-knifo, except boring the stem. While 
in Danville the maker wr.s employed upon 
tho roof of the prison, and HO was able to 
socretn a gimlet. With this he boicd his 
pipe, and besides bored a hole through 
heavy oak plank by which himself and 
several of his comrade1* escaped. We must 
not forgot to say that tho initials of this 
decidedly "cute*" chap, "T. A." btandfor 
Thomas Anderson, son of Thoma& Ander- 
son, of Yorkvillo, in this county, IIo has 
certainly proved that ho can "cut a figure 
in tho world."—Itacinc Advocate.

It nppctu.i by reports of the whe.it crop 


in Knglnnd, Scotland, and Ireland, that n 
spvcro drouth ha-» prevailed on tho other 
sidorof tho water during the summer, and 
that tho crops will be short. 
Wo quote 


the following summary -. 


In England fifteen counties aro marked 
" below an average," seventeen counties 
arc " an average,1' and sown counties are 
n little " above au average." 
In Scotland 


cloven counties are "below an average." 
six counties "tin average.'' 
In Ireland 


three counties are marked "below an 
average'' nine counties *' an average," nnd 
thrco counties " above an average'" Tho 
result is, that twenty-nine counties of tho 
United Kingdom have below nn average 
crop of wheat; thirty-twocountics havoan 
average crop of wheat and ton only aro 
slightfy above an average. 
The' long 


drouth that has prevailed throughout tho 
entire surface of the country, and which 
has only been relieved with an occasional 
shower or so, has had the effect of nearly 
withering the clovers, and of atmobt des- 
troying the turnip crops. Tho wheats for 
the' most part, arc short in the ear, small 
in 
tho grain, and 
to n large 
extent 


shrivelled in condition. 


In neither quality nor quantity will tho 


crops be equal to what we may fairly term 
an average yield. The barleys upon fa- 
vorable lands arc generally good, Initoats 
arc indifferently conditioned, both as re 
gnrds grain and straw. Themnntroldsarc 
midling, nnd will be short in weight and 
deficient in nutrition. The turnips, taking 
tho whole breadth of the country, are n 
fuiluro, although in several instances sown 
three times over. The potatoes are a fair 
crop ; but from want of moisture, tho ta- 
bors are generally small, though excellent 
in quality. In Cornwall the drouth is so 
great that in somo districts the farmers 
aro compelled to cut tho green crops to 
feed their stocks ; nnd the towns? also aro 
suffering 
severely 
from 
the 
same 


cause, great numbers of 
men being 


employed with water-carts in carrying 
supplies from tho different rivers.

Ksi-app rrouj.-a .Southern Prison—An 


Intcrcsjlng Narrative. 


(Frum the Wjuhington Star, Aug. 21«.] 


Thomas -McCauleyi Orderly Sergeant, 


Company E, Fourteenth New YorkvCav- 
alry, who was taken prisoner at Donald- 
sonville, Tenn., Aug. 12, 1363, and-senfe 
to Richmond, where he .was confined Jir 
Libby Prison, and afterward- sent to An- 
dersonville, On., and who succeeded in-es- 
cnpingjtherefrom, reached hero Saturday 
night, about 11 o'clock, and reported him- 
self to the Provost Marshal. 'The history 
of Ser^t. MeCauley since his capture is an 
eventful one, as the following synopsis 
will demonstrate; 


After about two months at Anderson- 


ville he succeeded in making his escape 
with four others from his place of impris- 
onment, a stockade, composed of squared 
pines, set perpendicularly some six feet 
in the ground, and enclosing some 10 
acres of ground, and in which, when ho 
left the last time, were about 30,000 Fed- 
eral prisoners. lie escaped by means of 
a tunnel some 05 feet long, dug by him- 
self nnd companions, with canteens bro- 
ken in half. 
From the tunnel they took 


to n swamp, a mile or two distant, where 
they remained till night, After nightfall 
thev resumed their journey, traveling all 
niglit, and finally reacltod another swamp, 
near Flint llivcr, Ga., where they were 
surprised by the hounds of their pursuers. 
Tho swamp being too wide for the horses 
of their pursuers to follow them with safe- 
ty, they succeeded in escaping them by 
wading through water neck deep, nnd 
miulo their way to Jamestown, about twen- 
ty miles from Columbus Ga., traveling 
night and iluy, and with very little sub- 
sistence—obtaining nil they had from dar- 
kies at work in tho fields by which they 
passed. This subsistence consisted only 
of corn-bread ami water, with which they 
were compelled to satisfy themselves. 


Lofing their way two miles from James- 


town, they were finally piloted by a negro 
to the Chattaboochcc Ihver. After trav- 
eling some six or seven miles down its 
bunk in search of a boat, they finally 
found one, but to their chagrin, it was 
held to its fastening by n strong lock. One 
of the party, however, succeeded in piok- 
ing the luck but jusit an they were ready 
to shove off the owner made his appear- 
ance, not, however, iu time to prevent 
their retreat into the bushes adjasent. The 
owner of tho boat followed, >-ingin<; out, 
"Halt, you d—d Yankee.", or I'll shoot 
you!" 
to which, however they naid no 


attention, and succeeded in reaching tho 
thickest of the eanebraks in the neigh 
•Horliood, whore thcv were left by their 
pur.Mior. who thought it unsafe to* follow 
tlicm further alone. 
lie accordingly went 


for n*<sistaii(;o but before his return tho 
boat hud been secured by two of the par- 
ty—Scrgt. McCmiloy being one of them. 


Their pursuers, thinking to cut thorn off, 


beaded their horses for Georgetown ; but 
to their dismay, found on their arrival 
that they were still ahead of them, having 
passed some hours before their arrival. Asu 
last resort they telegraphed, to Fort Gaines 
at which point the boat arrived after dark, 
nnd was bailed by the guard. No answer 
being given, tho boat was fired into, am] 
sergeant McCauley's comrade wounded, 
anil afterward tak»n prisoner. 
IIo how- 


ever, succeeded in escaping by swimming 
to the Alabama side of the river. On gain- 
ing the othor side of the river he was, now- 
over, captured by n <:uar<l on the lookout 
ami taken to Fort Gaines, from whence 
ho was sent to Georgetown, and from 
thence to Amlprsonville, and again com- 
mitted to his prison, where he was receiv- 
ed with the following remark from a Capt. 
War1/, in charge of the prison. " You d—d 
Yankee son of a,b—h. you tried to escape, 
did you? We'll fix you so you can't 
escape." This remark was followed by 
an order to place upon him n chain and 
balls, which was done, one of tho balls be- 
ing a t>4-poundcr, the other a 112-poundcr, 
and also to place over him a strong guard 
—all of which was complied with. 
IIo 


was notified that this would be his con- 
d.stion until paroled or exchanged. 


The sergeant, howcver,did not give ii 


up so, and procuring n filo from a source 
not prudent to give here, ho loosed his 
bonus, and again miceeedcd in escaping. 
This time bo made for Macon, seven miles 
beyond which be was again captured while 
saddling a horse. On being taking back 
ho was changed, with six others—one ol 
them n Lieut, ofiv Tennessee regimen! 
—but the file came in piny ngnin, and hia 
chains being loose, he determined to mako 
another attempt to escape when night sel 
in. 


JIo kept his position, however, nud dur 


ing the afternoon was visited by the proper 
olliccr, who proposed to release him on pa- 
role if lie would promise not to make any 
further attempts at escape. 
He accented 


the parole, and remained at the prison 
until o o'clock on the 12'_M of July last, 
when bo succeeded in getting a rebel uni- 
form and haversack. (Jen. Winder having 
orders for all the com-cripts to report ni 
Atlanta, and ho for the time being, being 
"one of'em,''jumped on a car passing 
through that afternoon, and which was 
set apnrt for their accommodation, ant 
reached Maron that night. 
When nrriyei 


there he represented himself ns belonging 
to a company from Thomas County, am 
succeeded in escaping detection. To his 
horror, ho learned that the companies 
were to be formed into brigades before 
leaving for Atlanta. Eut he succeeded by 
pasting himself up, in giving satisfactory 
an.swcr.s to all tho inquirers put to him, 
and, at H o'clock the next morning enter- 
ed the oars with tho rest of the " rebels': 
bound for Atlanta. 
* The oars reached that point at about G 
o'clock on the afternoon of tho :24th, nnc 
McCauloy went with thore.it o.'tho con- 
scripts U> report him"clf to Col. McComb, 
the officer delegated for that purpose. Tc 
his disagreeable surprise he found here 
two men that aided in hit) arrest on his 
first attempt to escape, and yet another 
whohad.bccn one oflus guard at Fort An- 
derson, They, however, did not ohanco 
to rceognitfo him. 


lie slept that night in the second line 


flf breastworks around Atlanta, and awak- 
ing about 4 o'clock, beat a hasty retrcal 
bank into the city, from whence lie went 
to East Point, some nine miles distant on 
the Georgia and Macon Railroad. He 
was then picked up by the Provost guard, 
and taken before the Provost Marshal, 
where he again succeeded in giving such 
satisfactory answers to tho questions pro- 
pounded him as to result in his release. 
Watching an opportunity, he inado his 
way, on the 27th of July, about midnight, 
to Kastvillc, the right of the rebel lines, 
and finally to Kossvillo, Ga., where tho for- 
ty-fifth Illinois regiment is stationed. En- 
tering our lines, ho made himself known 
to the commanding officer of tho post, ant] 
went forward to Col. Koss, at Marietta, 
and from thence to other points, until he 
fmnllv reached this city, and reported him- 
self n« above stated.

They have been at work m some orchards 
or two or three years nnd some orchard- 
sts" have just made the discovery this year. 
One^orohard of five hundred trees, just 
coming fairly-into bearing, tho owner is 
cutting up into stove wood as the life 1ms 
>een sucked out of it by the Aphis. A 
few days since I visited a young orchard 
which had been stunted by seeding down 
o grass for three or four yoars, and found 
over one half of the trees dead and dying, 
and completely scaled over with tho bark 
ouse. They were so thick in spots that 
the scales lapped over one another. This 
orchard had not failed for lack of pruning, 
as the cattle and sheep had attended to 
that thoroughly'in its younger days. Its 
iresent proprietor is making a vigorous of- 
ort to conquer tho enemy. Lots of trees 
frill die for the want of a little knowledge 
low to care for them, and many more 
irom lack of perseverance in thoroughly 
applying the remedies necessary to eradi- 
cate this pest. 


Many trees die from carelessness, and 


shiftlessness, and pcnuriousness. The or- 
chard is not fenced nnd tho cattle, horses 
and sheep roam through it, barking, brows- 
ing and breaking down the young trees. 
In cultivating, the trees are barked nnd 
raked down, and grow up enp-rottcn nnd 
beart-rotteu, pass a sickly existence and 
perhaps bear BOIUC fruit for n few ycmrs, 
and when nn extra dry time, or a cold 
snap, comes givo up tho ghost. Then tho 
farmer concludes this country is not adapt- 
ed to fruit. 
Farmer Penurious thinks it 


wont pay-to lay out his money for trees 
and not protect them by n fence. So he 
fences // 1.1 orchard. Some fine day in pass- 
ing by tho orchard he discovers that there 
is quite a good bite of feed around the ed- 
ges, nnd there arc some corn-stnlks and 
weeds thnt the cattle might just its well 
have as not. So in the cattle go. When 
they get tho best of tho feed cured for 
they turn to and trim trees and do any 
amount of rubbing, hooking and tearing 
about. 


As you pass through tho West you will 


see plenty of orchards suffering from neg- 
lect and wnnt of proper care. 
Worms' 


nosta by the score in the tons, broken 
limbs and scarred bodies, bark lice by tho 
thousand, and the roots bound down by nn 
almost impenetrable sod, or cultivated 
crops and weeds drawing all the nourish- 
ment from the soil that should go to fur- 
nish the tree with food for a healthy growth. 
Truly, it is no wonder our trees die. 
It 


would bo a wonder if they did not. 


People ought to understand thnt a fruit 


tree will not thrive in a pond hole. Yet how 
many there arc that sot their orchards on 
low, wet, or moist grounds, where water

Cliicrigo, tho cvowd socitii; "Louj; Jolnx" 
"\\"cnt\vovth in the aiul'iCDec, called.on him 
for a- speech, whereupon John took the 
stfiiidfmd nrlministered a sound and timely 
rebuke to the secession apologists there 
Assembled. Ilesnicl: 
. I have listened with grcttt interest to- the 
eloquent and veil-considered remarks of 
that peculiarly Democratic -champion -who 
has just addressed you from the stand.: I 
have heard.him bewail, in feeling, touching 
terms, the existence and continuanc_oof this 
" ocoursed war."

•Jjroulh in England—-Short Crops. 
It appears by reports of the wheat crop 


iu England, Scotland, and Ireland, that n, 
severe drouth ha* prevailed on the other 
side" of tho water during the summer, and 
that the crops will be short. We quote 
the following summary: 


la-England fifteen counties aro marked 
" below an average," seventeen counties 
are " an average." and seven counties are 
a little '-'above an average." In Scotland 
cloven counties are ''below an average." 
six counties " an average.'' In Ireland 
three counties are marked " below an 
average'' nine counties '• an average," and 
three counties " above an average'" Tho 
result is, that twenty-nine counties of the 
United Kingdom have below an average 
crop of wheat; thirty-two conn tics havo an 
average crop of whoat and ten only ara 
slightly above im average. The long 
drouth that has prevailed throughout the 
entire surface of the country, and which 
has only been relieved with an occasional 
shower or so, has hud thecfi'cct of nearly 
withering the clovers, and of almost des- 
troying the turnip crops. The wheats for 
the"most part, are short in the car, small 
in the grain, and 
to a large extent 


shrivelled in condition. 


In neither-quality nor quantity will the 


crops be equal to what we may fairly term 
an average yield. The barleys upon fa- 
vorable lands arc generally good, but oats 
arc indifferently conditioned, both as re- 
gards grain and straw. The mangolds are 
midling, and will bcphort in weight and 
deficient in nutrition. The turnips, taking 
the whole breadth of the country, are a 
failure, although in several instances sown 
three times over. The potatoes arc a fair 
crop : but from want of moisture, the tu- 
bers aro generally small, though excellent 
iu quality. In Cornwall the drouth is so 
great tha't in somo districts the farmers 
are compelled to cut the green crops to 
feed" their stocks : aud the towns also aro

Losing their way two miles from-James- 
wn, they were finally piloted bv a negro 


to the Ciiattahoochce River. After trav- 
eling some six or seven miles down its 
b.nnk in search of ti boat, they finally 
found ouc. but to their chagrin, it was 
held to. its fastening by a strong lo_ck. One 
of the party, however, succeeded in pick- 
ing the luck but jnst as they were ready 
to shove off the owner mauc his appear- 
ance, not, however, in tima to prevent 
their retroatinto the bushes adjasent. The 
owner of the boat followed, singing out, 
"Halt, you d—d Yankees, or I'll shoot 
you!" 
fo which, however they paid no 


attention, and succeeded in 
1 reaching the 


thickest of the cancbraks in the neigh- 
-Worhooil, where they were left by their 
pursuer, who thought it unsafe to follow 
tliom further alone. He accordingly wont 
for nssistanco but before his return the 
boat had boon secured by two of the par- 
ty—Sergt.

being given, the boat was fired into, and 
sergeant McCaulcy's comrade wounded, 
and afterward takon prisoner. lie how- 
ever, succeeded in escaping by swimming 
.to the Alabama side of the river. On gain- 
ing the other side of the vivcr he was, how- 
ever, captured by a guard on tho lookout 
and taken to Fort Ciaines, from whence 
he was sent to Georgetown, and frora 
thence • to Andprsonville, and again com- 
mitted to his prison, where he was receiv- 
ed with the following remark from a Capt. 
War/, incharge of the prison, " You d—d 
Yankee son of a^b—h. you tried to escape, 
did you? We'll fix you so you can't 
escape.'' This remark was followed by 
an order to place upon him a chain and 
balls, which was done, one of the balls be- 
ing a 04-pounder, the other a 32-pounder, 
ami also to place over him a strong guard 
—all of which was complied with.

was notified that this would be his con- 
dstion until paroled or exchanged. 


The sergeant, howcrcr,did not give it

tree will not thrive in a pond hole. Yet ho' 
many there are that set. their orchards o 
low, wet, or moist grounds, where wate 
stands half tho winter and during ever 
lo_ng, wet 8pell,|vainly wondering why the 
die out. When Western people read an 
observe a little more, and exercise a litt! 
more common sense, they will succeed i 
'raising orchards that will do them crod 
and fill their pockets. But they oeve 
will succeed until, they have had a littl 
more dear experience 'in the selecting 
varieties adapted to the climate, and i 
their proper cultivation aud care.
